THE WITHDRAWAL OF THE TROOPS 


It should have been done long ago. When the 


Senate refused to ratify the treaty of Versailles we had 
no business to keep troops in Germany. When we had 
made an independent treaty with Germany there was 
even less excuse for keeping them there. 
i 


We know now why American troops were sent to 


Archangel, in Russia, to fight a people against whom 
we had never declared war. We wonder if similar sin- 
ister influences have been at work to keep American 
troops in Germany. JSTo adequate reason has ever been 
given why the troops of the United States were in the 
Ehineland. The same influences which were strong hi 
a Democratic administration were quite as potential 
with a Republican administration. 


Our business is in Europe. The farmers of the 


United States are suffering the consequences of a 
Europe economically demoralized. Grain is sold in an 
international market, and when an international market 
is shot to pieces, as it is at present, the farmer has a 
surplus for which he can find no outlet. To put a tariff 
on wheat, as has recently been done, is an insult to the 
American farmer. He needs no protection on goods of 
which he has a surplus of over three hundred million* 
of bushels. What he needs is that something should be 
done to build up Europe, so that he may have his one- 
time market for surplus wheat back again. 


Just how that is to be done is not easy to say in the 


present strained relations of the former allies. Can- 
celling the debt will not do it, we are certain. All Cen- 
tral Europe must be rebuilt, and cancelling the debts to 
our former allies will not do that. An international 
loan to Germany is impossible at the present stage with 
Erance marching into the Ruhr Basin. 


Senator Borah's resolution calling for an economic 


conference seems to be the only method open just now; 
and even that has become more difficult since the break- 
up of the premier's conference. In some way America 
should have been at the council table of Europe during 
the last four years. Her Voice might have been the 
reconciling voice between nations which were squab- 
bling over the spoils of victory. It may not be too late 
jfit to do something.

For instance on January 10th, just 
a few days ago, the statesmen gathered at Lausanne, 
came to a strange and remarkable decision.

cided that a million men and women must be torn from 
their homes and forcibly taken to other countries. 


These men voted that there should be exchanged 


the Greek population of Turkey for the Turkish popu- 
lation of Greece. Six hundred thousand Greeks in 
Turkey and four hundred thousand Turks in Greece 
are affected by this decision. This is the best solution 
which our civilization has been able to work out for the 
vexed problem of the Near East. 


Some of the people who will thus be driven from 


their domiciles are descended from people who have 
lived in the particular localities for centuries and to be 
driven from their ancestral homes in the name of peace 
and justice would suggest a crime in the name of inno- 
cence. 


Edwin L. James, writing in the New York Times 


of this decision says: 


"In a speech at today's session Lord Curzon 


expressed the deepest regret at the necessity of 
deciding on an exchange of populations, but de- 
clared that a week's discussion showed that no 
other decision was possible. Admitting that he 
detested the solution and deplored it, he said he 
thought there was nothing else to do. What he 
meant was. that there was no way of preventing 
Turkey from ousting the Greeks unless the Allies 
were prepared to fight, and, like the Americans, 
the English are not ready to fight the Turks— 
for humanitarian ends.'' 
Will we make any greater progress in the next two 
thousand years than in the last '?
